Hearing  Slated  on  Federal 
Revenue  and  City  Finance 


In  January/February  the 
city  will  have  to  hold  pub- 
lic hearings  for  the  first 
time  on  departmental  bud- 
get requests  for  two  types 
of  funding,  federal  revenue 
sharing  and  normal  city 
finances.    Pressure  from 
community  groups  has 
furcea  the  Mayor  to  huld 
neighborhood  hearings  lor 
the  nearly  $20  million 
worth  of  revenue  sharing 
money,    ^ut  the 

$800,  000,  000  regular  city 
budget  remains  solely  in 
the  hands  of  city  official- 
dom. 

Revenue  sharing  funds 
come  directly  from  the  Fed- 
eral Treasury  to  the  city, 
with  the  requirement  that 
they  pass  through  the  city's 
normal  budgetary  proce- 
dures.   Activity  by  groups 
from  communities  such  as 
Potrero  Hill,  Mission, 
Haight  and  Richmond  has 
forced  the  budget  process 
to  come  into  the  neighbor- 
hoods, at  least  for  revenue 
sharing. 

PROCESS 

This  process  will  involve 
three  successive  public 
hearings  in  San  Francisco 
neighborhoods  after  the 
Mayor  has  announced  his 
plan  in  mid-January  on  how 
the  federal  money  should 
be  spent.    Exactly  when 
and  where  the  neighborhood 
meetings  will  be  has  not 
yet  been  announced. 

Public  review  of  the 
much  larger  regular  bud- 
get before  the  Mayor  and 
Supervisors  see  it  comes 
only  in  the  little  publicized 
annual  Commission  meet- 
ings of  the  various  depart- 
ments.   These  are  held 
just  before  February  Ist 
when  they  must  send  their 
year's  spending  requests 
to  the  City  Controller  and 
Mayor. 

According  to  the  San 
Francisco  Study  Center, 
an  organization  active  in 
the  effort  to  open  up  the 
city  budgetary  process, 
little  or  no  effort  is  made 


by  the  departments  to 
make  these  meetings 
reflect  any  genuine  citi- 
zen participation.  They 
are  rarely  held  in  the 
neighborhoods,  and  citi- 
zen involvement  in  the 
process  is  too  late  to 
bring  about  any  mutually 
acceptable  chauges. 
(City  Planning  and  the 
Sheriff's  Department  are 
noteworthy  exceptions.  ) 
In  addition,  the  commis- 
sions' decision  making 
role  is  often  more  one  of 
a  rubber  stamp  of  the 
city  departments  than 
that  of  a  protector  of  the 
public  interest. 

CHANGES 

To  prevent  this  kind  of 

"lock-out"  of  the  budget- 
ary process  for  most  citi- 
zens, community  groups 
throughout  the  City  have 
been  demanding  major 
procedural  changes  to 
increase  citizen  partici- 
pation.    These  include 
having  preliminary  bud- 
get hearings  in  October, 
publishing  descriptions 
of  departmental  activities 
and  budgetary  procedures, 
and  having  well  publi- 
cized meetings  in  the 
neighborhoods. 

Broad-based  budget 
efforts  focused  on  Recrea- 
tion and  Park,  Municipal 
Railway.  Police,  Social 
Welfare  and  Street  Im- 
provement are  already 
underway.    Potrero  Hill 
individuals  and  organiza- 
tions wishing  further  in- 
formation on  the  budget- 
ary process  and  how 
other  neighborhoods  are 
organizing  can  call 
Richard  Hayes  at  the 
Study  Center,  626-1650. 
This  group  has  a  founda-' 
tion  grant  to  help  San 
Francisco  community 
groups  effectively  parti- 
cipate in  city  government 
It  could  help  Potrero  Hill 
get  a  bigger  and/or 
better  "piece  of  the  budget 
pie.  " 


The  Olivet  Development 
Committee  held  a  meeting 
on  Thursday,  December  14, 
at  St,  Teresa's  Hall  to  hear 
Hill  residents'  suggestions 
for  the  possible  use  of  the 
old  Olivet  Church  building 
after  renovation  is  com- 
plete. 

RENOVATION 

Olivet  has  been  closed 
as  a  church  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  San  Francisco. 
Both  the  Neighborhood 
House  and  the  church  luild- 
ing  are  owned  by  the  P;  es  - 
bytery,  but  the  full  respon- 
sibility for  their  upkeep 
and  use  rests  with  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Neighborhood  House.  The 
present  renovation  of  the 
Olivet  building  will  take 
care  of  basic  work,  but 
there  will  be  much  work 
left  for  volunteers  at  the 
end  of  the  contract.  Since 
the  congregation  dissolveci 
the  building  is  now  referred 
to  as  the  Olivet  Branch  of 
the  Potrero  Hill  Neighbor- 
hood House.    The  Board  of 
Directors  is  now  attempting 
to  determine  the  best  com- 
munity use  for  the  Olivet 
Branch,    Primary  concerns 
are:   that  the  building  be 
used  to  make  this  a  better 
community  in  which  to  live 
and    that  whatever  program 
there  is  must  be  self-sus- 
taining.   Budget  require- 
ments for  the  Neighborhood 
House  do  not  presently  allow 
for  additional  funds  for  use 
at  the  Olivet  branch. 


Hill  residents  at  the  meet- 
ing expressed  a  variety  of 
opinions  on  the  future  use 
of  the  church.    One  wanted 
Senior  Citizens  and  child 
day  care  programs  but 
seemed  willing  to  exclude 
any  programs  for  people  in 
the  middle  age  groups  for 
fear  that  the  Olivet  Branch 
would  become  the  'fiasco'  it 
once  was. 

Another  resident  didn't 
want  any  more  social  ser- 
vices on  Potrero  Hill, 
When  questioned  about  her 
feeling  regarding  social 
services  already  here,  she 
mentioned  The  Little  Red 
Door  Thrift  Shop  at  the 
corner  of  19th  &  Missouri 
otreets  as  an  example, 
saying,   "it  certainly 
doesn't  add  any  class  to  the 
neighborhood.  "  It  was  men- 
tioned that  six  social  ser- 
vices are  proposed  for 
Potrero  Hill.    Some  resi- 
dents are  worried  that  if 
services  appear,  "unde- 
sirable" people  will  gravi- 
tate to  the  Hill  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  them, 

MENTAL  HEALTH 

Dr.  Bill  Borne,  repre- 
senting the  Potrero  Hill 
Mental  Health  Service,  a 
division  of  Mission  Mental 
Health,  spoke  about  the 
possibility  of  moving  the 
Mental  Health  team  from 
'its  present  location  in  the 
Neighborhood  House  to  the 
larger  Olivet  Branch.  The 
Mental  Health  Service  pro- 
vides intake  services  with 
a  professional  person  on 


call  24  hours  a  day.  There 
is, also  a  children's  pro- 
gram and  clinic. 

If  the  Mental  Health  Team 
used  the  building  and  offices 
during  the  day,  space  would 
probably  be  available  at 
night  for  community  pro- 
grams.   Residents  expres- 
sed concern  that  if  the  Men- 
tal Health  Clinic  were  re- 
located in  the  Olivet  Branch, 
the  zoning  would  change 
from  residential  to  com- 
mercial. 

There  was  some  debate 
about  the  actual  need  for 
a  mental  health  clinic  on 
Potrero  Hill,    One  resident 
suggested  that  the  team  be 
broken  into  five  or  six 
smaller  groups  and  be 
scattered  all  over  or 
around  the  Hill  rather  than 
all  occupy  one  location, 
although  this  might  destroy 
the  effectiveness  of  the  team. 

SUPERVISION 

Residents  generally  ex- 
pressed concern  about  pos- 
sible lack  of  supervision  of 
programs  at  the  Olivet 
Branch,  violence  and  crime, 
loss  of  control  over  who 
went  through  the  neighbor- 
hood, and  infiltration  of 
undesirables. 

The  Board  of  Directors 
is  still  seeking  direction 
and  suggestions  from  the 
residents  of  the  area.  If 
you  have  any  suggestions 
for  the  use  of  the  Olivet 
Branch,  send  them  to  the 
Olivet  Development  Com- 
mittee, 953  DeHaro  Street, 
San  Francisco  94107. 


Coalition  Petition  Drive  Aims  at 
District  Election  of  Supervisors 


Citizens  for  Representative  Government 
(CRG),  a  coalition  of  groups  and  indivi- 
duals from  all  parts  of  the  city,  is  peti- 
tioning for  a  special  election  June  15, 
which  they  hope  will  result  in  making  the 
selection  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
more  responsive  to  the  neighborhoods. 
Instead  of  the  present  system  which  forces 
a  candidate  into  an  expensive  city-wide 
campaign,  the  CRG  position  Is  to  have 
each  of  the  U  supervisors  represent  a 
different  district  of  the  city. 

Supporters  of  the  petition  feel  that 
voters  were  not  given  a  real  chance  to  get 
action  when  a  similar  issue  was  on  the 
November  ballot  in  the  form  of  a  policy 
statement.    The  issue,  they  say,  was 
diffused  with  five  different  ways  to  vote 
and  no  clear  mandate  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,    The  present  Initiative  is  a 
clear  challenge  to  the  voters  In  the  form 
of  a  charter  amendment  that  would 
change  supervisorial  election  procedures 
in  November, 

The  petition  asks  San  Francisco  voters 
to  "create  eleven  supervisorial  districts 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  supervisors 
by  district  to  provide  equal  representa- 
tion for  equal  numbers  of  people. , ,  to 
make  City  and  County  government  more 
representative  of  the  varied  interests, .,  " 

In  the  November  election,  Potrero  Hill 
residents  voted  heavily  in  favor  of  policy 
alternative  three,  which  was  the  same  as 
the  present  petition.    Each  of  the  Hill's 


17  precincts  gave  this  cdternative  the 
most  votes  out  of  the  five  choices. 

By  March  1  the  CRG  goal  is  to  have  at 
least  60,  000  signatures.    {Each  district 
goal  is  6,  000.  )  If  it  is  reached,  the  City 
Registrar  will  have  30  days  to  certify 
the  signatures  and  65  days  to  call  a 
special  election  for  June  15. 

Coalition  literature  in  favor  of  the  peti- 
tion points  out  that  the  high  expense  of 
running  city  wide  forces  candidates  to 
sell  themselves  to  the  monied  interests 
of  big  business  and  labor  and  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  in  order  to  finance 
their  campaigns.    This,  it  is  argued/ 
makes  the  winners  more  responsive  to 
downtown  interests  than  to  the  neighbor- 
hoods, and  inhibits  most  ordinary  people 
from  running. 

Petitioners  also  point  out  that  San 
Francisco  is  the  only  city  in  California 
where  the  supervisors  are  not  elected 
by  district.    Running  city-wide,  they 
say,  attracts  supervisorial  candidates 
who  are  more  interested  in  the  position 
as  a  springboard  for  higher  office  than 
concern  fur  city  problems. 

Potrero  Hill  would  be  part  of  District 
1 1  in  the  proposed  charter  amendment. 
This  district  would  also  include  Cay- 
view-Hunters  Point,  Sunnydale,  and 
Visitation  Valley.

Neighbor- 
hood social  services  make  the  neighborhood  better,  not 
worse;  safer,  not  more  dangerous;  and  richer  instead 
of  poorer  in  important  senses  of  the  word. 

We  at  the  VIEW  like  our  neighborhood  and  are  proud 
of  it  partially  because  of  all  the  different  kinds  of  facil- 
ities and  opportunities  it  offers,  and  because  of  its  re- 
lative self -containment  in  a  complicated  city.

I  do  not  intend  to  be 
malicious,  but  rather 
helpful  with  this  critic- 
ism. 

First,  I  was  very  dis- 
appointed to  be  denied  the 
common  courtesies  aff- 
orded other  people  who've 
addressed  this  body.  I 
was  also  disappointed  in 
the  negative  reaction  to 
the  presentation  I  tried  to 
make,    I've  always  tried 
to  give  a  speaker  the  opp- 
ortunity, and  respect,  to 
say  his  piece,  whether  or 
not  I  was  in  agreement  or 
even  interested  enough  to 
listen,    I've  been  involved 
in  community  projects  for 
a  long  time,  but  I  cannot 
rpmember  ever  being  so 
disrespected.    While  I 
was  trying  to  talk  I  kept 
feeling  that  you  were  be- 
grudgingly  listening  and 
after  an  acceptable  period 
of  time  I  was  parliament- 
arily  asked  to  sit  down. 

We  were  both  at  a  dis- 
advantage; you  by  being 
exposed  to  a  new  idea  and 
not  having  the  printed 
copy,  and  me  by  trying  to 
condense  in  a  few  minutes 
what  took  nearly  ten 
months  of  hard  work  to 
prepare.    But  that  does 
not  justify  your  actions.

But  before  I  could  say 
enough  for  you  to  make  an 
intelligent  judgment,  I  was 
told  that  it  "wasn't  feas- 
ible."   We  have  limited 
support  from  the  commun- 
ity now,  and  I  feel  that  un- 
less this  Board  begins 
meeting,  or  attempting  to 
meet,  the  needs  and  de- 
sires of  the  people,  that 
the  Nabe  should  be  closed. 
You  should  feel  guilty  and 
ashamed  to  say  that  you 
serve  on  the  Board  of  Dir- 
ectors. 

I  hope  you  spend  half  the 
time  thinking  about  what 
I've  written  as  I  spent 
writing  it.    And  I  hope  the 
incoming  Board  can  sin- 
cerely commit  themselves 
to  community  service,

an  effective  communica- 
tions link  between  people 
of  all  aations,  races  and 
cultures. 

An  integral  part  of  this 
global  explosion  in  com- 
munications is  Community 
Antenna  Television  (CATV) 
also  referred  to  as  cable 
television  or  simple  cable. 
It  is  this  system  that 
could,  but  presently  does 
not,  enable  America's 
minorities  to  challenge  the 
communication  systems 
that  exploit  the  ghettos, 
barrios  and  reservations. 
Control,  ownership  and 
operation  of  cable  systems 
by  minorities  could  pro- 
vide economic  and  political 
leverage    and  the  manage- 
ment and  technical  exper- 
tise required  to  accom- 
plish a  dramatic  break  in 
the  cycle  of  dependency  and 
exploitation. 

Presently,  cable  can 
provide  from  12  to  60 
channels  of  interference - 
free  signals,  thus  creating 
an  abundance  of  channels 
instead  of  the  scarcity  that 
characterizes  the  present 
system  of  commercial 
over-the-air  television. 
Unlike  commercial  tele- 
vision, cable  does  not  rely 
on  advertising  or  adverti- 
sers for  its  revenues.  It 
is  a  subscriber-supported 
system  like  the  telephone 
company.    Because  of  the 
number  of  channels,  the 
viewing  public  can  dictate 
not  only  the  style  and  type 
of  programming  it  wants, 
but  should  be  able  to  act- 
ually produce  and  partici- 
pate in  that  programming. 

Presently  parts  of  Pot- 
rero Hill  are  being  wired 
for  cable  television.  The 
local  cable  operator 
("Cab.levision")  has  done 
little,  if  anything,  in  the 
way  of  local  origination  or 
channel  access  for  the  var- 
ious communities  it  is  now 
serving  in  San  Francisco, 
There  is  no  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  this  policy  will 
change  -  unless  the  com- 
munity demands  it.  You 
should  get  more  than  a  TV 
guide  in  return  for  your 
CATV  subscription:  You 
should  get  to  see  what  you 
want  and  need  to  see, 
Jeff  Werner, 
Arts  and  Service  Corp.

The  first  dress  rehear- 
sal for  Henry  IV  was  New 
Year's  Day.     The  play 
opens  Thursday,  jan.  4th, 

at  the  Julian  Theatre, 

Director  Richard  Reinec- 
cius  has  augmented  Shake- 
speare's drama  by  employ- 
ing Rumour  (played  by 
Cyril  Clayton)  to  excellent 
advantage.    Rumour  assists 
the  audience  in  unearthing 
treachery.     He  tells  you 
who's  who  in  video-free 
England,  Scotland,  Wales^ 
and  lends  a  rather  existen- 
tial tone  by  pointing  out 
the  way  to  the  bathroom 
and  the  exit.    But,  most 
important,  Rumour  makes 
it  clear  that  the  people  are 
looking  for  a  king  whom 
God  can  smile  upon. 

The  "message"  of  the 
play  is  that  God  rarely 
smiles  upon  kings  for  long. 
Martin  Ponch  as  Henry  IV 
wears  his  power  like  a 
hairshirt.    Falstaff  (Don 
McAllister),  by  his  ludi- 
crous presence,  exposes 
the  transitoriness  of  power 
skillfully.     Hotspur  and 
Prince  Hal  (Charles  Rule 
and  Tom  Bookwalter)  who 
contend  for  power  exhibit 
individual  character 
frailties  as  Shakespeare 
constructed  them  but  their 
acting  is  strong.
